LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 2.—Four | 
Colorado victims of ‘the Council -Bluffs 
“Swindle Syndicate” arrived in Little 
Rock late last night and will start what- 
ever legal proceedings they can to re- 
cover some of the $50,000 they: lost to 
the swindlers. 

Joe P. Walker, J. C. Bowman and C. 
M. McKain of Denver and George S. 
Bedford, Greeley, Colo., are the new ar- 
rivais, coming with W. W. Arnett, a 
Denver detective. None of the ‘“Mikes”’ 
will talk, all being raw “on the subject 
of their experiences in Council Bluffs. 
They have the appearance of. prosperous 
business men and made requests right 
and left that nothing be sald about thefr 
presence in the city. 

When placed in jail, Henry Stockwell, 
the jockey who confessed his complicity 
in the races, had $470 in one shoe. This 
Was. attached by J. G. Kile of Cisco, 
Ill., as Stockwell confessed it was the 
remainder of what he got from the race 
here in which Kile lost $10;000. As the 
money was in the hands of the Sheriff, 
no deputy could serve an attachment 
upon him and Coroner Hedges had to be 


) Called upon to serve the papers. 


Kile todk the officers' to the place 
where the race was run, a flat stretch 
of road leading o.. the Sweet Home 
pike, just outside’ the city limits, where 
the swindlers had the‘ nerve to stert 
the race in full view of the ‘pike.

Mrs. Shedd Denies She Told 
Investigator That She 
Could Cure Him. 





The treatment of epilepsy by vgice 
culture, for whieh fat fees were chgr 
is alleged to have been the occupation 
of Mrs. Mary M. Shedd, 55 years old. 
who was arrested at: her room at the 
Planters Hotel Tuesday and taken to 
the Central District Police Station on 
a warrant charging her with \“holding 
out as a physician without a license.’’ 

The warrant was sworn out by Rob- 
ert D. Sheehan, special officer of the 
Board of Health. Sheehan says he 
asked for the warrant after he had 
sung the scale for Mrs. Shedd and she 
had found the seat of his “epilepsy’’ in 
cné:false note. 

Sheehan says information reached: 
the Board of Health several days ago 
that a woman living at the Planters 
was practicing as an epilepsy expert and 
that the feature of her treatment con- 
sisted in songs and warblings of the 
scale by the patients. 

It was learried that she had one pa- 
tient in the fashionable West End. Then 
Sheehan called on her. te 


He Sang the Scale, \ 

“I think I have epilepsy,’’ he says he 
told Mrs. Shedd. “My blood doesn’t 
circulate at all.”’ 

Then, he says, she had him sing the 
scale, 

“Do-ra-tni-fa”’ sang the officer. As 
he struck the note ‘‘fa’’ his voice broke 
and he was told, he says, that his epi- 
lepsy had been located. He asked if he 
could be cured. 

He says the woman told him he could 
be and that she ‘would guarantee, to 

sonnd’ and perfectly free of 
epilepsy in three years, if he would pay 
$50 down and $200 more in installmente 
at stated times. He agreed; he says, 
to her terms. 

But instead of going for the money he. 
hurried to the Four Court where he 
obtained the warrant, which was placed 
in the hands of a special officer of the 
Board of Health. He arrested Mrs. 
Shedd. 

“That Health Department officer mis- 
understood me,”’ Mrs. Shedd said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “I didn’t say 
I could cure him. I said I could locate 
the source of his trouble and by getting 
his physical organization into harmony 
could make his blood circulate properly. 

“Vibration of the voice, when .prop- 
erly regulated, may be made of great 
benefit to the circulation and through 
the circulation to the whole system. 
This is my pftadtice. I am not a doctor 
and what I do is perfectly legitimate.

The bankers in 
New Orleans who made the draft in- 
dorsed on the back of it that the par- 
ties there who had indorsed it were un- 
lKnown to them as responsible persons.

Parrish 
objected to this, but they were all the 
gloves they had, and the fight went 
on. Parrish's fighter had the better of 
it for a few rounds and had the other 
man all but out, when the latter sud- 
denly rose from a stooping posture and 
struck Parrish’s fighter in the stomach 
with his head. 

‘*‘Parrish’s fighter turned a somersault 
clear over the other’s head and bégan 
to spurt blood from his nostrils. In 
describing it to me Parrish said: 

*‘**T saw that the man had been mor- 
tally hurt and sprang into the ring und 
examined him. I was convinced that he 
was dying. The secretary was by my 
side and.urged me to flee.

Howe and Stifel Looking Ahead. 


Howe and Brewer Otto Stifel were 
principally concerned in the nomination 
of their candidate for Mayor. If the 
Legislature passes the home rule ‘bill 
the next Mayor will have the appoint- 
ment of the police and election boards 
and the Excise Commissioner. 

The Republican platform demands the 
early construction of the free bridge, a 
public utilities commission to regulate 
the charges for gas, electricity and 
other public service, the introduction of 
natural gas, the readjustment of water 
rates, compensation for franchises, com- 
petition in railway terminals, abolition 
of grade crossings, revision of the ward 
boundaries, equalization of taxation and 
economy in the expenditure of the city’s 
revenue. 

For the protection of the public health 
the platform demands more parks afid 
playgrounds, systematic plan for parks, 
boulevards and public butidings, public 
comfort stations, free baths, ventilation 
of street cars, amended laws requiring 
ventilation, light, baths and toilets in 
tenements, pure milk and food laws, 
smoke suppression, municipal hauling of 
ashes and refuse, discontinuance of 
vresent method of hauling garbage, im- 
provement in eleemosynary institutions, 
segregation of dependent and delinquent 
children in the Industrial School, hos- 
pital reform and the extinction of tuber- 
culosis. 

Home rule is also @emanded, and the 
dragging of the public schools into 
politics is emphatically opposed. The 
present bi-partisan system of contro! is 
approved.

From a Staf¢ Cerrespondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, March 2.—Senator 
McAllister, chairman of the Senate cler- 
ical force committee declared today that 
no clerk will be allowed compensation 
unles# he can show that he has been 
regularly employed on the clerical force. 
As they were handed their warrants 
today the Senate clerks were warned 
that they must report for duty each day. 
It is understood several warrants will 
be held. up until the investigation has 
been madé as to whether their payment 

is justified. 

Following the Post-Dispatch’s expose 
of the clerical force scandal, Represent- 
ative Conran (Dem., New Madrid Coun- 
ty) has prepared a resolution calling on 
the House of Representatives to make a 
thorough investigation of tho legislative 
payroll. 

The disclosures in Monday’s Post-Dis- 
patch caused a profound sensation in 
legislative circles. It was the first in- 
formation many of the members had as 


by the Democratic and Republican 
bosses in the General Assembly. 

Frightened by the proposed Conran 
resolution, the patronage dispensers are 
discussing means to reiieve their em- 
barrassment. Members of the Republi- 
can side are urging a daily rolicall of 
the clerks, as sugpested by Vice-chair- 
man Hart of the Clerical Yorce Com- 
mittee. Others, realizing the effect of a 
hostile public sentiment in their home 
communities, say the only thing to do 
is to cut the clerical force to the core. 

If Conran’s demand is approved every 
clerk on the House payroll will be re- 
quired to give an account of his labors. 
If he has been paid « salary simply to 
draw salary from the State, he is to be 
summarily discharged. 

Senate Proceeds Cautiously. 

In the Senate the leaders’ are pro- 
ceeding more cautiously. Senators Mc- 
Allister, Wilson and Dorris, all Demo- 
crats, say they are not pleased with the 
way things have been going in the de- 
partment of-clerl-s, but they do not say 
they will demand an inquiry. Their in- 
tention is to put every clerk to work, 
but just how, or where, or when they 
can accommodate the army of 200, is not 
clear. 

Monday was payday and more clerks 
were seen around the Capitol Building 


The majority did not tarry long. An 
inspection of the legislative workshop 
failed to reveal more than one-third of 
the entire clerical force. In the enroll- 
ing rooms only eight of the 560 persons 
nired as “‘enrollers’’ could be found.

Their tires shedding the dust of Forest 
Park driveways and the Clayton road at 
a speed which reached 58 miles an hour, 
W. Blodgett Priest, son of Judge H. 8. 
Priest, and Gratiot Cabanne, master 
chauffeur, scattered teams, buggies and 
other automobiles for 12 miles, and es- 
caped the pursuit of Patrolman Léo 
Ferguson, mounted on a police motor- 
cycle. 

The park roads were lined with ve- 
hicles when, at 3:12 p. m.

The peliceman’s speedometer 
showed hardly any diminuation in the 
terrific rate as, still trying to gee the 
tag through the dust, he. climbed the 
hill to West End Heights. 

Once out of the park and in the Clay- 
ton road Cabanne let out his speed, and 
Ferguson, 150 yards behind and not gain- 
ing perceptibly on the auto, saw his 
speedometer rise to 58 miles an hour,

SEVEN SENATORS 
SIGH CENSURE OF 
THE PRESIDENT

One Thinks Roosevelt Was 
Duped by Steel Corpora- 
tion Officials, 








WASHINGTON, March 2.—Seven 
members of the Senate Committee on 
Judiciary signed the report declaring 
that President Roosevelt, without au- 
thority of law, sanctioned the absorp- 
tien of the Tennessee Coal and Iron Co. 
by the United States Steel Corporation, 
and that the merger was in violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. Two of the 
majority of the committee, however, at- 
tached certain individual views which 
to a degree minimize the effect of the 
declaration. 

Under an agreement reached in the 
Cemmittee on Judiciary yesterday any 


views submitted have the standing of in- 


dividual opinions only. Chairman Clark 
today reported the disagreement in the 
committee and soon afterward Senator 
Culberson presented the views of seven 
members of the committee. These were 
signed by Senators Nelson, Kittredge, 
and Foraker, Republicans. and Culber- 
son, Bacon, Raynor and Overman, 
Democrats. The additional views were 
given by Senators Nelson and Bacon. 
In the opinion of Mr. Nelson the Pres- 
ident was not authorized to permit the 
absorption, which is declared to have 
been in violation of law. Mr. Nelson 
thinks, however, that the President may 
have been misled or duped by the offi- 
cials of the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation, Messrs. Frick and Gary, who 
urged upon him the necessity of permit- 
ting the steel corporation to buy the 
Tennessee concern in order to “save a 
business institution during the panic.”’ 
Mr. Bacon expressed doubt whether 
the Senate should pronounce finally up- 
on the question whether -the Presiden: 
committed a ‘‘wrongful act for the rea- 
son that the Senate is judge in im- 
peachment proceedings. He takes the 
position that the merger was illegal, but 
that the Senate should not take any 
action to prejudice any proceedings that 
might hereafter be brought before it.

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THE TAFT PROGRAM. 

The forecast of Mr. Taft’s policies and pet 
measures in the.Post-Dispatch Washington cor- 
respondence is interesting. Judgment ought not 
to be passed upon them until he, as President, 
has defined his views in his own language, but 
the published statement may safely be taken as 
the broad outlines ‘of his policies. 

From a political standpoint, nothing in the 
Taft platform exceeds in interest and importance 
the President-elect’s plan of winning the South 
to the support of the Republican party, or, at 
least, of eliminating the existing barrier to the 
free and natural division of the Southern white 
votes between the leading parties. The barrier 
is the negro question, which supercedes all other 
issues in the South. 

If the South were convinced that the question 
of negro domination were eliminated by a radical 
change in the attitude of the Republican party 
toward the negro, there can be no doubt that 
a great change in ‘the political complexion of 
Southern states would follow. But how far will 
Mr. Taft go toward satisfying the South’s de- 
mands and how far can he lead his party? 

Mr. Taft must stand for a genuine revision of 
the tariff and the test both of the sincerity of 


}his profession and of his strength will come in 


the extra session of Congress. 

The new President will touch danger points in 
the modifying of injunctions, the legalizing of 
railroad rate agreements which is practically the 
revival of the railroad pools and the readjust- 
ment of the work of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission; the Bureau of Corporations and the 
Department of Justice. To invest a commission 
charged with the supervision of railroad or other 
corporations with ‘the powers of a court is a dan- 
gerous experiment. Question of the liability of 
corporations to prosecution and to punishment 
should be handled by the usual legal processes 
under the direction of courts. 

Certainly Mr. Taft will have the support of the 
country in all efforts to assure greater publicity 
and closer supervision of interstate corporations 
and business, to push the Panama Canal and the 
improvement of rivers and harbors and to con- 
serve the national resources of the country. 

There is no menace to the country’s tranquil- 
lity or prosperity in the presidential program, 
and there is ample assurance that in trying to 
put it through reason and persuasion will be sub- 
stituted for noise and the big stick.

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The direct connection between parents and 
crime is shown in figures compiled by the Secre- 
tary of State of New York. Through statistics 
gathered from country clerks he has learned that 
in 1908, the panic year, there were 57,595 convic- 
tions in that State, as compared to 49,579 for the 
previous year.
